W orshipers, gathered in what was 
described as “ Christian unity,” filled 
the G ettysburg Presbyterian church, 
Sunday evening, for the first of the 
series of union evangelistic meetings 
held under the auspices of the Pres­ 
byterian. Methodist Episcopal, U nit­ 
ed Brethren and Reformed churches 
here. 
The speaker for the evening, whose 
identity was not known until he a p ­ 
peared in the pulpit, was the Rev. 
H arry Daniels, pastor of the Gettys­ 
burg Methodist Episcopal church. 
Following a song? service led by 
Samuel P. Horman, an evangelistic 
leader of music w h o se services have 
been secured for the campaign, Rev. 
Mr. Daniels outlined the objects which 
the ministers hoped to attain in the 
series of revivals. 
He declared the 
purpose of the services was three­ 
fold,—to awake the church of G et­ 
tysburg to its responsibility; to bring 
persons moving into G ettysburg into 
the church, and to get converts to 
Christianity. 
Taking his text from Psalm s 83:6, 
“W ilt Thou not revive us again, O 
Lord, that Thy people may rejoice in 
Thee,” Rev. Daniels oponed his ad­ 
dress by drawing a parallel between 
a certain period in the history of J e ­ 
rusalem and the present day. “ A m er­ 
ica,” the sneaker declared, “ was once 
like Jerusalem, in th a t it was a lead­ 
er in religious 
observance. 
People 
talked more of church, they w’ent to 
church oftener, and they led more 
Christian-like lives. 
"But anparently th** church has lost 
its power; the people have forsaken its

Snyder to restrain certain boards from 
functioning.

Snyder claimed was unconstitutional 
on t 
ground that the title does not 
clearly express the subject m atter, 
the decision held th a t “after a most 
careful and painstaking consideration 
which W’e have given to this suit we 
are not satisfied that generally speak­ 
ing the act contains more than one 
subject. 
“The question is not free from doubt 
hut that doubt we m ust resolve *n 
favor of the statute. 
Confining, how­ 
ever. 
the 
attack 
on the constitu­ 
tionality of the statute to so much 
of it as is directly involyfd in requi­ 
sitions which are made the basis of 
the proceedings in this case, we find 
no 
unconstitutionality 
in 
its 
pro­ 
visions.” 
Th* requisitions referred to were 
issued for the payment of salaries to 
employes in the bureau of accounts, 
bureau of restoration, geological su r­ 
vey—awd division of purchases, all 
created or transferred by the code. 
W arrants were ordered drawn for 
these salaries under an act of ISH , 
the Governor acting as mediator afr­ 
et* Mr. Snyder had refused to approve 
them.

In this new Spirit-born life, there 
ire degrees of grow th and attainment,

Out of this fulness there is an 
overflow of spiritual blessing to the 
world—our world—that circle which 
we touch Individually day by day, In 
the home, or tile school, or tile ac­ 
claiming room, or the market place, 
Just as “out of His (that is. Christ s) 
fulness all we receive,” so out of 
Spirit-filled lives, tile world receives.

Tile experience of Abra­ 
ham might well serve us an Illustra­ 
tion in tills mutter of yleldedness, or 
surrender, to tin* will of God. 
In the words of Heb. ll :27 he 
offered up Isaac, his only son; at tike 
same time he believed that Gad was 
aide to raise up Isaac, if necessary, so 
in the power of an intelligent faith he 
deeded over to God the best lie had. 
Turning now to Gen. 2*J:ltl we find
